Free Turnpikes. 

The word "free" has an attrac-

connected. Everyone is in fa' 
of good roads and a movement 
favor of constructing stone, gravel 
or steel roads seems to have been 
started simultaneously in many 
States of the Union. But whili 
the idea of the highways being 
good and at the same time free 
from toll, takes with the un re fleet 
ing and irresponsible portion of 
the population, the tax payers un- 
derstand that the freedom from 



have been made to obtain legisla 
in favor of "free" turnpikes. 
At the last session bills were 
passed permitting the State to dis 
pose of its stock in the several 
turnpikes, and also a bill allowing 
counties to hold an election for the 
purpose of deciding whether the 
county should take the turnpikes 
within its borders at a valuation 
fixed bv an appraisement made at 
instance of the the Fiscal 
Court, and issue bonds in payment 
therefore and levy a tax to main- 
tain them in good order free from 



era! counties and resulted in a vote 
for tlie condemnation and purchase 
ol the pikes. Butinsomeofl 
the debts already existing 
reached the Constitutional limit 
the Courts were powerless to 



toll n 



heavier burden to them than 
specific toll charges would be. 

The idea of Federal or State aid 
for roads is by no means new. 
Congress passed a law in 1830 to 
aid the States in constructing in- 
terstate highways but it was ve- 
toed by the Executive, and the 
State governments then took up 
the matter. 

In the early days of turnpike 
construction before the era of rail- 
road building, only the main ar- 
teries connecting county towns and 

proved, and the chief source ol 
revenue was the freight hauling 
from the river stations to interior 
points of the sugar, molasses 
lumber and of coal, iron ?nd 
bacco as return loods. The gain 
to the teamsters was so great th 
they were glad to pay the ti 
charges and the States derived 
steady revenue from their invei 
ment. Lateral roads intersecting 
and feeding these great thorough- 
fares were built under the same 
laws granting State aid and after 
ward laws were passed allowing 
counties to be bonded to assist 
. While the mileage 



larged the interest charges for con 
struction account was also in- 
creased and as railroads came into 
vogue the revenues fell off though 
the cost of maintenance remained 
nearly the same. 

In Keutuckv much interest has 
always been taken and a large 
amount of money invested in turn- 
pikua by the State, counties and 
individuals. Ai in the March of 
improvement the necessity (or 
these roads was removed by the 
introduction ol steam and the sub- 
stitution of railroad transportation, 
lli.-ir patronage w 
enues cut off and values depre 
ciated. The receipts were in man; 
instances so small that they wer< 
insufficient tu keep the roadbed ii 
tollable condition and propel 



for the purchase money. Pending 
negotiations with stockholders and 
efforts to seek some available and 
legal method of controlling the 
roads and keeping them in good 
condition free of toll to the travel- 
ing public, a spirit of unrest and 
lawlessness engendered by the ne- 
ily slow process of the con- 
sd authorities broke out in 
is portions of the Stale as if 
by preconcerted action, and dis- 
guised raiders destroyed toll gates, 
threatened the lives of gate keep- 
gave sinister warnings to 
stockholders demanding by mes- 
sages and placards that toll gath- 
ering should cease. 

In many states the damage done 
by these marauders would, when 
ascertained, have to be paid by the 
county in return (or the taxes paid 
to maintain order and secure pro- 
tection (rom mob rule. It is a 
mooted question whether in this 
State an action will lay against the 
county officials under the common 
law in the absence of statutory 
provision. 

resident of Shelby county 
speaking of the destrubtion of the 
toll gates says that the tax-payers 
of that county are satisfied with 
the present arrangement believing 
that those who use the roads pay 
less for specific use under the toll 
system than they would under the 
free pike plan. As it is now the 
oh capital and cost of 
maintenance fall upon the stock- 
holders. After purchase by the 
county, the interest on the bonded 
debt and expense of repairs would 
be borne by the taxpayers without 
distinction as to whether they used 
the roads or not. The probability 
is that the lawless raiders are not 
tax-payers nor toll-payers but are 
actuated by a disposition to resist 
all lawful control. It is by such 
displays o( insubordination and 
reckless disregard of the laws, that 
the progress and prosperity of the 
State is retarded by the discourag- 
ing of business men to invest in 
enterprises in our midst. Capital 
does not seek such environment 
and good citizens deplore such a 
state of affairs. A calm discussion 
and careful calculation would dis- 
close the difficulties involved in 
just settlement of the question 
with the law. 

The average price per mile 
which the officials appointed by 
the courts would value the roads 
at, might be placed at faooo per 
mile. The lowest tax (or repairs 
yet fixed upon was se cts. per 
>ioo. When one figures on the 
total amount to be raised to thus 
"free" the pikes it will be seen that 
the price of such "freedom" will be 
"eternal taxation." 

While the innovation would be. 
expensive, it would be when 
consummated alter a vote of the 
people, strictly legal, and not 
subject the S:ate to the disgrace 
brought upon it by the confiscation 
if individual property and sub- 
ersion of their chartered rights 
ttempted by these masked mid- 
night prowlers.

If there arc 
any good features of the Wilson- 
Gorman-semi-protective t.irif liill, 
such as will bear the investigation 
which should be brought to bear 
>n its workings and results, they 
liotild be retained in the new en 
actmcnt. II it can be shown that 
protected industries have made 
trusts to 

force consumers to pay cxhorbitant 
prices as to make the tariff a tax, 
ufacturcrs should be ex- 
cluded from the benefits of the act 
while so conspiring. It has been 
the universal history of the intro- 
duction of new industries in this 
country under the fostering care of 
tariff sufficiently protective to 
offset the difference between for- 
eign and domestic wages, that the 
homo competition has reduced the 
price of the manufactured article. 

The cost to the consumer has 
been less than the price of the for- 
eign made product. The duty has 
teen added to the inanulactui 
price. He has paid duty an 
freight in order to compete will 
American goods. Money expended 

whether for home consumption 01 
export accomplishes a greatei 
amount of good than when distrib- 
uted abroad lor the benefit of for- 
eign workmen. At the same ti 
it must be remembered that the 
object ol a tariff bill is to collect 
revenue as well as to foster home 
manufactures and duties should 
not be prohibitive. Those who 
have made a close study of the 
workings of the revenue bills and 
the cost of collecting customs arc 
of the opinion Cthat the govern 
ment interests and the rights ol 
the mercantile community are best 
subserved by making the duties 
specific instead of ad valorem, 
whenever it is feasible. It pre 
vents undervaluation, and puts al 
merchants on an equal footing.

Free Turnpikes. 

The word "free" has an attrac- 
tive look and sound and popular- 
ises any scheme with which it is 
connected. Everyone is in lavor 
of good roads and a move 
favor of constructing stone, gravel 
or steel roads seems to have been 
started simultaneously in many 
States of the Union. But while 
the idea of the highways being 
good and at the same time fi 
from toll, takes with the unrefle 
ing and irresponsible portion 
the population, the tax payers i 
derstand that the freedom Ironi 
toll means increase of taxes and a 
heavier burden to them than the 
specific toll charges would be. 

The idea of Federal or State aid 
for roads is by no means new. 
Congress passed a law in 1830 tc 
aid the States in constructing in- 
terstate highways but it was ve- 
toed by the Executive, and the 
State governments then took up 



the m 

In the early days of 
construction before the e 
road building, only the 
teries connecting county towns and 
business centres were so im- 
proved, and the chief source ol 
revenue was the freight hauling 
from the river stations to interior 
points of the sugar, molasses and 
lumber and of coal, iron and 
bacco as return loods. The gain 
to the teamsters was so great 
they were glad to pay the toll 
charges and the States derived a 
steady revenue from their invest- 
ment. Lateral roads intersecting 
and feeding these great thorough- 
fares were built under the same 
laws granting State aid and after- 
ward laws were passed allowing 
counties to be bonded to assist 
the local roads. While the mileage 
of improved roads was thus en 
larged the interest charges for con- 
struction account was also in

In Kentucky much interest has 
always been taken and a large 
amount of money invested in turn- 
piku. by the State, counties and 
individuals.

In many states the damage done

A resident of Shelby county 
speaking of the destrubtion of the 
toll gates says that the tax-payers 
of that county are satisfied with 
the present arrangement believing 
that those who use the roads pay 
less for specific use under the toll 
system than they would under the 
free pike plan. As it is now the 
interest on capital and cost of 
maintenance fall upon the stock- 
holders. After purchase by the 
county, the interest on the bonded 
debt and expense of repairs would 
be borne by the taxpayers without 
distinction as to whether they 
the roads or not. The probability 
is that the lawless raiders are 
tax-payers nor toll-payers but 
actuated by a disposition to resist 
all lawful control.
